INTRODUCTION 

This  report,  covering  the  forty-first  year  for  which  interception 
lists  have  been  issued,  summarizes  the  records  of  insect  pests,  plant 
pathogens,  and  certain  other  organisms  found  in,  on,  or  with  plant 
products  (1)  imported,  (2)  offered  for  but  refused  entry,  (3)  held  as 
ships'  stores,  etc.,  and  hence  not  offered  for  entry  through  customs, 
(4)  offered  for  entry  for  immediate  transportation  and  exportation  in 
bond,  and  (5)  in  domestic  shipments  between  the  American  Virgin 
Islands,  Hawaii,  and  Puerto  Rico  and  the  mainland. 

Comprising  this  list  are  insects  and  plant  diseases  of  known  or 
potential  plant  quarantine  significance  to  the  United  States.  Many 
diseases  of  particular  interest  are  included  even  though  they  are 
found  of  general  or  of  limited  distribution  in  the  United  States.  The 
latter  pathogens  are  the  interceptions  which  are  either  (1)  new  to  the 
country  of  origin,  or  (2)  new  to  the  host  plant,  or  (3)  are  of  such  limited 
distribution  in  the  United  States  that  they  are  worthy  of  mention. 

Some  collections  made  late  in  the  year  are  included  in  the  report 
for  the  following  year,  since  determinations  cannot  be  obtained  im- 
mediately for  all  of  them.  Occasionally  determinations  are  delayed 
for  longer  periods.  The  data  for  this  list  were  obtained  from  routine 
reports  by  personnel  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Branch  supplemented 
by  information  supplied  by  State  and  Customs  officials.  The  States 
of  California  and  Florida  maintain  staffs  of  specialists  who  identify  a 
large  proportion  of  the  material  collected  at  their  ports.  Specialists 
of  the  Field  Crops  Research  Branch  and  the  Horticultural  Crops 
Research  Branch  determine  many  of  the  pathogens  collected  at  the 
ports  that  are  unusual  or  difficult  to  identify. 

All  scientific  names  are  reviewed  by  appropriate  specialists  in  the 
Department  to  assure  conformance  to  the  international  rules  of 
nomenclature. 

Although  every  effort  is  made  to  give  the  correct  origin  for  all 
collections  listed,  the  alleged  origin  of  all  host-plant  materials  cannot 
be  verified.  Questionable  items  are  therefore  omitted  or  the  origin 
is  listed  as  unknown. 
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Since  the  great  increase  in  air-cargo  transportation,  a  proportionally 
larger  number  of  importations  of  various  plants,  plant  products,  seeds, 
fruits,  rhizomes,  corms,  and  bulbs  arrive  rapidly  from  all  parts  of  the 
world.  The  golden  nematode,  oat  nematode,  and  fruit  flies  are 
included  in  the  category  of  the  more  important  pests  taken  from  this 
source. 

INTERCEPTIONS  FROM  AIR-BORNE1MATERIAL 

Increasingly  frequent  interceptions  of  important  air-borne  plant 
pests,  unknown  to  this  country,  were  made  during  the  year.  Some  of 
the  most  injurious  insects,  nematodes,  and  plant  diseases  intercepted 
arrived  in,  on,  or  with  air-borne  fruits  and  plant  material.  During 
the  year  3,145  interceptions  of  insects  and  507  interceptions  of  plant 
diseases  were  made  in  baggage,  express,  freight,  mail,  and  stores  on 
imported  plant  parts. 

Some  important  insects  intercepted  with  air-borne  material  were: 

Adoxophyes  orana  on  cut  flowers  of  lilac  in  baggage  and  cargo  from  the  Nether- 
lands. 

The  citrus  blackfly  (Aleurocanthus  woglumi)  on  Citrus  sp.  leaf  in  baggage  and 
on  a  lime  leaf  in  cargo  from  Mexico. 

Anastrepha  'fraterculus  (?)  in  cherimoya  in  baggage  from  Colombia  and  Peru. 

The  Mexican  fruit  fly  (Anastrepha  ludens)  in  orange  in  baggage  from  Guatemala 
and  Mexico,  in  mango  in  baggage  from  Mexico,  and  in  orange  in  stores  from 
Mexico. 

The  West  Indian  fruit  fly  (Anastrepha  mombinpraeoptans)  in  Annona  sp.  in 
baggage  from  Costa  Rica,  in  guava  in  baggage  from  Costa  Rica,  Dominican 
Republic,  and  Salvador,  in  guava  in  mail  from  Puerto  Rico,  in  mango  in  baggage 
from  the  Bahamas,  Costa  Rica,  Cuba,  Guatemala,  Haiti,  Honduras,  Jamaica, 
Mexico,  Nicaragua,  Puerto  Rico,  and  Salvador,  and  in  yellow  mombin  in  baggage 
from  Guatemala,  Nicaragua,  and  Salvador. 

Anastrepha  serpentina  in  sapodilla  in  baggage  from  Mexico,  in  sapodilla  in 
quarters  from  South  America;  A.  serpentina  (?)  in  sapodilla  in  baggage  from 
Nicaragua. 

Anastrepha  suspensa  in  guava  in  baggage  from  Cuba. 

Apion  carduorum  in  globe  artichoke  in  baggage  from  Italy. 

Bruchus  ervi  in  lentils  in  baggage  from  Italy  and  in  lentils  in  mail  from  Syria. 

Carposina  sasakii  in  apple  in  stores  from  Japan. 

The  Mediterranean  fruit  fly  (Ceratitis  capitata)  in  apricot  in  baggage  from 
Italy,  in  avocado  in  baggage  from  Hawaii,  in  coffee  berries  in  baggage  from 
Brazil,  in  coffee  berries  in  prefiight  inspection  of  baggage  leaving  Hawaii  for  the 
mainland,  in  grapefruit  in  baggage  from  Israel,  in  guava  in  gaggage  from  the 
Azores,  in  Mandarin  orange  in  baggage  from  Hawaii,  in  Mandarin  orange  in 
stores  from  Italy  and  Portugal,  in  mango  in  prefiight  inspection  of  baggage  leaving 
Hawaii  for  the  mainland,  in  nectarine  and  peach  in  baggage  from  Italy,  in  quince 
in  baggage  from  Argentina,  in  orange  in  baggage  from  Spain,  in  orange  in  stores 
from  Italy.

The  Asiatic  rice  borer  (Chilo  suppressalis)  in  rice  straw  in  baggage  from  Spain. 

An  adult  of  the  melon  fly  (Dacus  cucurbitx)  on  cut  flowers  of  Anthurium  sp.  in 
baggage  from  Hawaii  and  a  larva  in  tomato  in  prefiight  inspection  of  stores 
leaving  Hawaii  for  the  mainland. 

The  oriental  fruit  fly  (Dacus  dorsalis)  in  guava  and  Malay-apple  in  prefiight 
inspection  of  baggage  leaving  Hawaii  for  the  mainland;  adults  of  D.  dorsalis 
were  found  on  airplanes  in  prefiight  inspection  of  planes  leaving  Hawaii  for  the 
mainland;  D.  dorsalis  (?)  in  avocado  and  India-almond  in  prefiight  inspection 
of  baggage  leaving  Hawaii  for  the  mainland,  in  santol  in  baggage  from  the 
Philippines. 

The  olive  fly  (Dacus  oleae)  in  olive  in  baggage  from  Egypt,  Italy,  and  Lebanon. 

The  Tahitian  coconut  weevil  (Diocalandra  taitensis)  in  coconut  in  prefiight 
inspection  of  baggage  leaving  Hawaii  for  the  mainland. 
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Laspeyresia  splendana  in  chestnut  in  baggage  fro?n  Greece. 

A  bean  pod  borer,  Maruca  testulalis,  on  mauna  loa  lei  in  preflight  inspection 
of  baggage  leaving  Hawaii  for  the  mainland,  in  string  beans  in  stores  from  India, 
and  in  string  beans  in  preflight  inspection  of  baggage  leaving  Puerto  Rico  for  the 
mainland. 

Adults  of  Nephotettix  apicalis  on  airplanes  from  the  Philippines. 

The  pink  bollworm  (Pectinophora  gossypiella)  in  cottonseed  in  baggage  from 
Egypt  and  in  okra  in  preflight  inspection  of  baggage  leaving  Puerto  Rico  for  the 
mainland. 

Polychrosis  botrana  in  grapes  in  baggage  from  Greece  and  Spain  and  in  grapes 
in  stores  from  France. 

Rhagoletis  cerasi  in  cherry  in  baggage  from  Austria,  Germany,  Portugal,  and 
Spain,  in  cherry  in  stores  from  Belgium,  England,  France,  and  Italy;  R.  cerasi  (?) 
in  cherry  in  baggage  from  the  Azores  and  the  Netherlands  and  in  cherry  in  stores 
from  Switzerland. 

The  apple  maggot  (Rhagoletis  pomonella)  in  apple  in  baggage  from  Mexico. 

An  avocado  moth,  Stenoma  catenifer,  in  avocado  in  baggage  from  Brazil. 

A  mango  weevil,  Sternochetus  mangiferae,  in  mango  in  baggage  from  India  and 
in  preflight  inspection  of  baggage  leaving  Hawaii  for  the  mainland. 

Interceptions  of  air-borne  plant  pathogens  not  believed  to  be  established  in  the 
United  States  or  of  limited  distribution  were: 

Chrysomyxa  rhododendri  on  rhododendron  in  baggage  and  cargo  from  Austria 
and  in  mail  and  quarters  from  Switzerland. 

Cryptospora  longispora  on  Norfolk-Island-pine  seed  in  mail  from  Norfolk  Island.

Phoma  citricarpa  on  lemon  in  stores  from  Australia  and  New  Zealand,  on 
Mandarin  orange  in  baggage  from  China,  on  orange  peel  from  an  unknown  origin, 
and  on  citrus  peel  in  baggage  from  China  and  Hawaii. 

Phyllosticta  micrococcoides  (?)  on  lemon  in  baggage  from  Thailand. 

Puccinia  belamcandae  on  leaf  of  Belamcanda  sp.  in  cargo  from  India;  P.  horriana 
on  chrysanthemums  in  baggage,  quarters,  and  stores  from  Japan. 

Sphenospora  kevorkianii  on  Stelis  sp.,  an  orchid,  in  express  from  Trinidad. 

Uredo  gynandrearum  (?)  on  an  orchid  leaf  in  cargo  from  the  Canal  Zone. 

The  following  nematodes  were  also  found  in  the  air-borne  material: 

The  oat  nematode  (Heterodera  avenae)  in  soil  with  holly  seedlings  in  baggage 
from  Ireland. 

The  golden  nematode  (Heterodera  rostochiensis)  in  soil  with  horseradish  in  mail 
from  Denmark,  in  soil  With-  chrysanthemum,  gaillardia,  and  primrose  plants  in 
baggage  from  Germany,  in  soil  with  lily  and  privet  plants  in  baggage  from  England.

A  bruchid,  Bruchidius  incarnatus,  in  broadbean  in  baggage  from  Egypt  and 
Lebanon  and  in  vetch  seed  in  cargo  from  Italy. 

Cacographis  osteolalis  (Schoenobiidae)  "very  interesting  material,  genus  and 
species  not  represented  by  larvae  in  the  National  Museum  collection  prior  to 
this  material;  also  first  record  for  its  food  plant",  in  roots  of  Colocasia  sp.  in  cargo 
from  Mexico. 

Carposina  sasakii  (Carposinidae)  in  apple  in  air  stores  from  Japan. 

A  coccid,  Ceroplastes  sinensis,  on  budwood  of  grapefruit  in  mail  from  Morocco. 

Cryptoblabes  gnidiella  (Phycitidae)  in  Caryota  sp.  in  air  baggage  from  Brazil, 
with  grapes  in  air  baggage  from  Italy,  on  loquat  in  air  baggage  from  Bermuda,  in 
orange  in  air  storet  from  Spain,  in  pomegranate  in  baggage  and  cargo  from  Greece, 
in  pomegranate  in  baggage  from  Italy,  in  pomegranate  in  air  baggage  from  Libya, 
in  pomegranate  in  stores  from  Portugal,  in  pomegranate  in  cargo  from  Spain, 
and  in  Mandarin  orange  in  air  stores  from  the  Azores. 

Cylas  formicarius,  possibly  subspecies  formicarius,  in  sweetpotato  in  cargo 
(food  for  monkeys)  from  India.

Dendrothrips  ornatus  (Thripidae")  on  lilac  leafbud  in  cargo  from  the  Netherlands. 

Dyspessa  ulula  (Cossidae)  in  garlic  in  cargo  from  Hungary,  Italy,  and  Morocco. 

Gortyna  flavago  (Phalaenidae)  in  globe  artichoke  in  stores  from  Algeria  and  Italy. 

An  avocado  weevil,  Heilipus  lauri,  in  avocado  in  mail  from  Mexico. 

Heterotermes  convexinotalus,  a  termite,  very  destructive  to  buildings,  in  jicama 
in  baggage  from  Mexico,  in  a  log  in  cargo  from  Colombia,  and  on  an  orchid  root  in 
baggage  from  Panama. 

A  curculionid,  Listroderes  subcinctus,  with  grapes  in  cargo  from  Chile. 

Megacerus  leucosomus  (Bruchidae),  an  interesting  species  and  new  to  the  collec- 
tion in  the  National  Museum,  in  tree  morning-glory  seed  in  mail  from  Mexico 
and  in  seed  of  Rivea  corymbosa  in  mail  and  Rivee  sp.  seed  in  express  from  Mexico. 

A  cicadellid,  Nephotettix  apicalis,  in  an  airplane  from  the  Philippines. 

Phalonia  zephyrana  (Phaloniidae)  a  so-called  carrot  stem  borer,  in  carrots  in 
stores  from  Algeria  and  Trieste. 

A  curculionid,  Phlyctinus  callosus,  with  grapes  in  cargo  from  the  Union  of  South 
Africa. 

A  chrysomelid,  Phyllotreta  vittula,  on  watercress  in  stores  from  France. 

Polychrosis  botrana  (Olethreutidae)  in  grapes  in  air  baggage  from  Greece  and 
Spain  and  in  grapes  in  air  stores  from  France. 

Prays  oleellus  (Hyponomeutidae)  with  olives  in  air  baggage  from  Italy. 

Sesamia  cretica  (Phalaenidae)  in  broomcorn  in  cargo  from  Greece  and  in 
broomcorn  in  cargo  and  mail  from  Italy. 

A  bostrichid,  Sinoxylon  anale,  in  a  wooden  case  in  cargo  from  Pakistan  and  with 
amaryllis  in  cargo  from  Japan. 

SNAILS 

The  giant  African  snail  (Achatina  fulica)  was  reported  three  times  during  the 
year  with  scrap  metal  coming  from  the  Caroline  Islands  and  Guam.  Two  of 
these  interceptions  were  made  at  San  Pedro,  Calif.,  and  one  at  Baltimore,  Md. 

Other  injurious  snails  intercepted  and  not  known  to  be  in  the  United  States  or  of 
limited  distribution  were:

Theba  pisana  at  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  with  lettuce  in  stores  from  France  and  with 
bales  of  cork  in  cargo  from  Morocco;  at  New  York,  N.  Y.,  with  bales  of  cork  in 
cargo  from  Morocco. 

NOTESION  DISEASES  INTERCEPTED 

Japan  continues  to  be  the  origin  of  the  greatest  number  of  interceptions  (72) 
of  citrus  canker  (X anthomonas  citri),  35  of  which  were  on  oranges,  15  on  grapefruit, 
13  on  lemons,  4  on  sour  oranges,  2  on  Mandarin  oranges,  one  each  on  sour  lime, 
Citrus  sp.  ("summer  orange"),  and  Citrus  ichangensis  var.  (yazu.).  Seven 
interceptions  came  from  China,  4  on  Mandarin  orange  and  3  on  orange  peel. 
India  furnished  5  interceptions,  all  on  sour  limes  while  the  Philippines  contributed 
one  on  lemon  and  one  on  orange.  One  came  from  Formosa  on  pummelo,  1  from 
Guam  on  lime,  1  from  Java  on  sour  lime,  and  1  from  Thailand  on  grapefruit. 
h  "Cancrosis  B"  {J anthomonas  sp.  (?)),  another  bacterial  disease  of  citrus, 
producing  symptoms  similar  to  citrus  canker,  was  intercepted  three  times  on 
lemons  from  Argentina. 

The  sweet  orange  scab  {Elsinoe  australis)  was  intercepted  62  times.     Of  these 
interceptions  38  were  from  Brazil  on  lemon,  orange,  sour  lime,  and  sour  orange; 
21  from  Argentina  on  lemon,  Mandarin  orange,  and  orange;  2  from  Uruguay  on 
orange;  and  1  from  Paraguay  on  grapefruit.

Puccinia  belamcandae  on  Belamcanda  sp.  leaf  in  air  cargo  from  India;  P.  horriana 
on  chrysanthemums  in  air  baggage,  air  quarters,  and  air  stores  from  Japan;  P. 
ornithogali-thyrsoides  on  chinkerichee  in  cargo  and  mail  from  the  Union  of  South 
Africa. 

Pyrenochaeta  terrestris  on  primrose  in  cargo  from  the  Netherlands. 

Sclerotiopsis  testudinea  on  tree  peony  in  mail  from  Japan. 

Sphenospora  kevorkianii  on  Stelis  sp.,  an  orchid,  in  air  express  from  Trinidad. 

Taphrina  bullata  (?)  on  Japanese  flowering  cherry  in  cargo  from  Japan. 

Tolyposporium  ehrenbergii  on  sorghum  seed  in  mail  from  India. 
Uredo  gynandrearum  (?)  on  an  orchid  leaf  in  air  cargo  from  the  Canal  Zone. 
Urocystis  gladiolicola  on  gladiolus  in  mail  from  the  Netherlands. 
Uromyces  alyxiae  on  maile  leaf  in  mail  from  Hawaii. 
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The  oat  nematode  {Heterodera  avenae)  was  intercepted  32  times.  Nine  of  these 
came  from  Germany,  6  from  Italy,  4  from  the  Netherlands,  3  from  Denmark,  2 
each  from  England  and  Japan,  and  1  each  from  Canada,  Ireland,  Mexico  (?), 
Scotland,  Spain,  and  Sweden.  These  interceptions  were  made  from  soil  with 
bagging,  with  plant  material  for  propagation,  with  cargo  shipments  of  vegetables 
and  with  vegetables  in  ships'  stores. 

The  golden  nematode  {Heterodera  rostochiensis)  was  intercepted  94  times. 
Twenty-seven  of  these  came  from  Germany,  26  from  England,  16  from  Scotland,  8 
from  Mexico,  5  from  Peru,  3  from  Ireland,  2  each  from  Argentina  and  Denmark, 
and  1  each  from  Belgium,  the  Netherlands,  Northern  Ireland,  Poland  and  an 
unknown  origin.  Twelve  of  these  interceptions  were  taken  with  soil  on  potatoes, 
its  normal  host,  while  others  were  taken  with  soil  on  bagging;  soil  with  vegetables 
in  baggage,  cargo,  and  mail;  in  soil  with  bulbs  in  baggage,  cargo,  and  mail  for 
propagation;  in  plant  material  in  baggage  and  mail  for  propagation;  in  soil  with 
plant  material  in  ships'  furnishings  and  quarters;  and  in  soil  on  a  used  truck. 

Another  intercepted  nematode  ol  interest,  not  known  to  be  established  in  the 
United  States  is: 

Ditylenchus  hyacinthi  on  paper  white  narcissus  bulbs  in  cargo  from  France. 

INCOMPLETELY  DETERMINED  PESTS 

Frequently  inspectors  find  insects,  nematodes,  or  pathogens  affecting 
plant  material  in  such  a  stage  or  condition  that  complete  or  accurate 
determination  is  impracticable  or  impossible.  Some  of  these  pests 
may  be  of  economic  importance,  or  new  to  the  host  or  to  the  country  of 
origin,  or  hitherto  unknown  in  the  United  States.
